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XVL A Letter from the Reverend Mr. Roger 
Pickering, V.D.M. to C. Mortimer , M.D. 
Seer. R. S. concerning the Propagation and 
Culture of Muflirooms. 

Deptford, April 19. 1744* 

^ear Sir^ 

Read h^nlS.^ ■ "^HE late Rains having thrown up 
1744- Jj^ upon my Mufhroom Beds a great 

Quantity of thofe Plants, I take the Opportunity to 
fend fome additional Obfervations to thole printed in 
thcfe Tranfa&ions, N"* 471. p. fpj. 

After having repeated the Experiments, then made, 
upon Plants and Seeds of this Year, I find no Reafon 
to alter any tha::g there mentioned, either as to the La- 
melU or Chives on the concave Side of tncUmbella^ 
being the Siliqu£ or Seed-veffels ; or the Seeds falling 
from thence to a Lodgement wifely prepared for it 
on the middle of the Caulisy and from thence eafily 
Aiding to the Earth contiguous to the Mother-Plant j 
or as to its Propagation by fibrous Runners, or Sto- 
lonesy like Potatoes > all which, I am perfuaded, 

thcfe 
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thcfe following new Obfervations fuffiiciently con- 
firm. 

1. Upon Examination of feveral Lamelloe^ I not 
only diftinftly obferved Seeds, of Size and Colour 
proportionable to the Maturity of the Plant, lodged 
therein, but alfo a liliquaceous Aperture, with a Row 
of Seeds ready to fall through it ; which is a very 
evident Proof, that each diftind Chive is a Siliqua 
or Seed-vefiel. 

2- Upon Obfervation of the Filament fituated on 
the middle of the CauHsy upon which, as I before 
obferved, I at firft difcovered the Seed, I found both 
its Contexture and Situation evidently demonftrate- 
ing the End for which the wife Creator placed it 
there 5 w^. to intercept the Seeds in their Fall to 
the Ground,- whereby the Power which tlie Wind 
would otherwife have upon fuch minute Bodies is 
leflened, and the Seed, with little or no Diflipation, 
iecurely direded near the Stem of its Mother-Plant. 
For this Filament is indented and pappous, to catch 
and lodge the Seed as it falls from the Siliqua , and 
is, at firft, rigid, and ftanding horizontal to the 
Umbella or Head, and at right Angles with the Caulis ; 
whereby few or no Seeds can fall without being 
intercepted : But, as the Plant comes nearer to its 
Decay, this Filament relents, falls down dole to the 
Sides of the Caulis ; and ns feveral Indentures then 
making parallel Lines with the Fibres of the Stalk, the 
Seeds are, throttgh them, conveyed, as through little 
Dudis or Chanels, to the Ground. 

Tis further to be obferved, that this Filament is 
not of fo fucculent a Contexture as the Siliqua or 
Seed-vcfTcl ^ fo that the Seeds, which would other- 

N wife 
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wife rot in the Siliqua^ are here retained in full 
Health, till the Period of their failing to the Groand, 
I have now by me the Filament of a Plant, laid by 
for Obfervation ever fmce OSiober the 28th iaft paft, 
which is near half a Year ago 5 from which, two 
Days ago, I took Seeds fair and perfed. 

3. Upon Examination of the CauUs in feveral 
Seftions, I find the Mufhroom a Plant more perfect 
than has been thought. It has a perfed Radm 5 a 
Caulis confifting of Fibres, the Interftices of which 
are filled up by a parenchymous Subftance, leading 
from the Radix to the Umbella or Head : It has, as 
has been obferved, its Semen and SiUqu£y and more 
regular Periods of Vegetation than is fuppofed. The 
common Opinion of a Mufhroom s fpringing up in 
a Night, and perifhing in a Day, has no Foundation 
in Fad. I have now by me fome in all States of 
Maturity ; fome of which, to my Knowlege, are 
near a Fortnight old, and yet but juft arrived to a 
Fitnefs for the Table. 

4, Upon Examination of feveral Mufhrooms, ex- 
pofed to the open Air, but kept from the Injuries of 
the Sun and Rain, I find no j^nmalcula htcdthctcin, 
nor, as yet, a Tendency to Putrcfadion; though 
they have been expofed thus for a Week. On the 
other hand, upon examining a Mufhroom, very far 
from being full-grown, putrefy'd by the Rain, and 
Moifture of the Dung in the Bed, I found Animah 
cuhy difcoverable only by the third Magnifier, float- 
ing in the Liquor, fqueezed out from it : From 
which I think it evident, that the dangerous Confe- 
quences which Hiftory has informed us to have 
attended the Eating of Mulhroorns, have not arofc 

from 
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from any poifonous Quality eflfential to theni^ but 
from the accidental Ova or Ammalcula^ which the 
Richnefs of their Nutriment has allured to them, and 
which their Contiguity to the Ground, and the 
Places they are produced in, render them obnoxious 
to. Thefe Animakula I have lately had an accu- 
rate View of 5 but as they demand a fuller Account, 
than this Paper, already too long, will permit, I 
Ihali referve the Obfervations upon them for another 
Opportunity of being honoured with the Attention 
of the Society. 

However, it may not be amifs to fubjoin a fliort 
Account of the Culture in the Kitchen-garden of a 
Plant which contributes fo much to the Delicacy of 
polite Tables, which may be depended upon, from 
perfonal Trial and Succefs i as thofe few Writers 
upon the Subjeft, not being acquainted with the 
true Mufhrooms^ are not intireiy to be depended 
upon. 

In the Melonry, or Place allotted in the Garden 
for Hot-beds, the Mufnrooms muft be thus ordered : 
Having marked out a Portion of Ground one Yard 
and a half broad, and of any Length, as the Ground 
will permits fatten two Sticks at each End of the 
diametrical Diftance already marked out, which ftiall, 
by inclining to each other on the Top, form an Ifo- 
fceles Triangle. To the Breadth and Height of thefe 
Sticks muft the Bed be made, of old, rich, dry Dung, 
clofely trod together : Neither new nor moift Dung 
is proper j for the Mufhroom being naturally of a 
fucculent and fpongy Contexture, too much Hear, 
and too much Moifture? muft neccffarily injure it. 

N 2 Having 
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Having raifcd your Bed to the Height and Breadth pro- 
pofed, cover it with fine fcreen d Mould, to the Thick- 
nefs of three Inches, into which, at proper Diftances, put 
cither that white fibrous Subftancc, which may be 
colleded from the Place wnere Mufhrooms have 
formerly grown > or eife water it with Water in which 
the Chives and Pax igs of Muflirooms have been 
fteepedj or you may puc in the Chives in grofs. If 
you take the firft Step, the Mulhroom is propagated 
by Tranfplantation $ that whue fibrous Subftancc, al- 
ready mentioned, being no other than the Stolones 
of old Mufhrooms, from which others are propa- 
gated, like Potatoes : If you take the fecond, that 
is, by Watering i the Seeds lodged in the Parings 
being, by the Water, feparated from the Siliqu£y 
and with it poured upon the Mould, are that which 
gives Fertility to the Beds thus managed. If you 
put the Chives in grofs into the Mould, it is no more 
than fowing the Seed in the Pods, as in other Plants 
it is fometimes neceflfary to do. Over the Bed, thus 
prepared, muft conftantly be kept a Covering of long 
new Litter, to the Thicknefs of one Foot, to pre- 
ferve the Plant from the Froft, the Sun, and the 
Wind. During tlie Middle of Summer, and the Ex- 
tremity of Winter, it is bcft to make thcfeBeds under 
Shelter 5 but at other tunes they are beft expofed, 
the warm Rair-s not a lirtle contributing to their 
Fertility ^ which, by ^hc flopmg Fafhion of the Beds, 
arc fuffered to moiikn them no more than ne- 
cellary. 

I (hall only add, th.r when I fpeak of the Mufli- 
rooms^ as I have ail alon^ done, I mean the J;v^-
